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COVID-19 closes 
down tri-community, 


state, nation, world

The tri-community in which we live is 
getting smaller by the hour due to the 
coronavirus — COVID-19. The schools 
are closed, the new library and media 
center are closed, businesses are closed, 
and events are cancelled or postponed to 
unknown dates in the future — and there 
probably won’t be a Strawberry Festival. 

Last Wednesday, before the Independent 
was delivered to Belleville from the 
printers in Adrian, a front-page story 
became incorrect. The FIRST Robotics 
competition at Belleville High School 
was no longer going to be held. It was 
postponed to a date unknown. 

The next morning, the McBride Middle 
School play, also featured on the front page 
of that week’s Independent, was cancelled. 
That story became wrong, too. 

The Keystone Academy school board 
met Thursday evening and the school was 
full of teachers, students, and parents for 
conferences. The school board meeting 
place had been shifted to the Music Room 
and when the Independent asked directions 
and explained that’s where the school 
board was meeting, a father asked if they 
were going to vote on closing the school. I 
didn’t think so. 

But, later that evening, Michigan 
Governor Gretchen Whitmer closed all the 
K-12 schools in Michigan from Monday, 
March 16, for three weeks, through April 5. 
This came after the number of presumptive 
positive virus cases in the state jumped 
from 2 to 12 and continued to climb. 

On Tuesday, Van Buren Public Schools 
Supt. Pete Kudlak said the district is closed 
until April 6 by the state and then it will 
have its spring break and students will 
return April 13, unless the state decrees 
otherwise. 

To feed the students, Supt. Kudlak

Library rafters heading to the dump, if they can’t find a new home

When the late architect George Craven 
designed the extension of the Fred C. 
Fischer Library in Belleville in the 1950s, 
he was asked to keep the price down. 

And, he did, with a construction cost of 
$75 per square foot. 

“But he wanted to have one feature 
that really popped,” said Mary Jo Suchy, 
Director of the Belleville Area District 
Library, who worked at the Fred C. Fischer 
Library for more than 30 years. 

The six, 40-foot-long, wood laminate 
arches was the design that popped. Now, 
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unless a new home can be found for the 
arches, they will be tossed in the dump 
when the Fischer library is demolished 
later this month. 

“I’m a former wood shop teacher and I 
don’t want them to go to the dump,” said 
library board member John Juriga. 

He said they had talked to the City of 
Belleville, hoping they could be put up 
in the Fourth Street Square, with a cover, 
because they are not suitable for outdoor 
use. But, that didn’t work out. 

At one point, it was thought Van Buren 
Township might take them, but that didn’t 
work out. 

Juriga said taking down the arches would 
be labor-intensive. He said the building 
will belong to Blue Ribbon Contracting 
of Romulus, whose vice president Matt 
Treder lives in Van Buren Township. Those 
interested in working out a use for the 


arches and their removal may call Treder 
at (734) 218-2591 to negotiate the project. 
The demolition of the old library 
was scheduled to start March 20, but 
vermiculite and asbestos in a wall needs to 
be removed and so that will take about two 
weeks, Juriga said, giving them some extra 
time to save the arches. 
“I don’t want them to go to the dump,” 
Juriga repeated.

Belleville planners OK new site plan for 500 bl. of Main

A new, revised site plan for the 500 
block of Main Street looks a lot different 
than the original plan for Belleville Main 
LLC approved last June by the Belleville 
Planning Commission. 

At its regular meeting March 12, the 
commission unanimously approved the 
site plan revision, now called Belleville 
Main II, and stipulated that the plan for the 
area called Building C had to come back to 
the commission for approval once its use is 
determined. 

Architect for developer Scott Jones is 
Wayne Hoppe of Van Buren Township who 
presented the new site plan and explained 
that the use and design of Building C is 
unknown at this time. 

The change to the original site plan came 
after Jones purchased Lakeview Tavern 
and added that area to the site right up 
to the intersection south of the Belleville 
Bridge. 

During an hour-long presentation 
and discussion Hoppe showed the 
commissioners details of the project. Jones 
did not attend the meeting. 

“When my client purchased that parcel 
of land, the layout was revised drastically,” 
Hoppe said, adding it now had maximum 
street frontage. 

He said most of the strip of stores along 
Main Street and the strip of stores along 
North Liberty Street will have entrances 
on both sides, from the street and from the 
parking lot in the middle. 

Hoppe said he has designed a pedestrian 
corridor, where people can park in the 
parking lot and walk all around Building 
C. There will be bollards to keep vehicles 
from the walkway. 

He said Building A, along Main Street, 
will be 10,410 square feet and contain 
retail and restaurants. Building B, along 
North Liberty Street, will be 12,420 square 
feet and contain retail and restaurants. 

Building C is a two-story building with 
9,300 square feet per floor -- about 18,000 
square feet -- for as yet an unknown use. 

Hoppe said this is the entryway to the city 
and when people come over the bridge, this 
will be the building they see first and it will 
be beautiful. 

“It’s very, very important for the front 
door of Belleville,” he said. 

“Form follows function. We don’t have 
a tenant. It could be a small grocery store 
or a restaurant and banquet hall. We don’t 
know what it needs. 

“There will be outdoor seating for the 
restaurant in front” where diners will look 
across Doane’s Landing park and the lake 
beyond. 

“We don’t really know what it’s going to 
be,” he repeated. 


He said along the street there will be a 
six-inch curb, sidewalk, and another six- 
inch curb, which he said was less expensive 
than bollards and plantings. 

The storm water system has already been 
put in place, but they will be making come 
revisions to fit the new plans. 

He said all the buildings will have flat 
roofs to comply with the city’s ordinance. 

Commissioner John Juriga, who is also an 
elected district library board member, said 
this project is three times the footprint of 
the new district library in the city and it has 
a smaller KSI (kilopound per square inch - 
underground storage unit). The library had 
to go by the Wayne County rules, he said. 

DPW Director Rick Rutherford said the 
City of Belleville goes by Wayne County 
rules. 

Commissioner Juriga said it cost the 
library $200,000 to build its retention pond 
and the taxpayers of Belleville, Sumpter 
Township and Van Buren Township are 
paying for it. 

Hoppe said the project under discussion 
has volume within its pipes. That will be 
discussed under the engineering review. 

“Tonight, this is just for layout,” he said. 
“We will follow what Hennessey says,” 
referring to the city’s consulting engineers. 

He said the site will be graded so the water 
does go through the KSI, 750 gallons, and 
swirls, trapping pollutants. 

Commission chairman Steve Jones 
said you can’t compare this project to the 
library. 

“We’re going by the rules,” Jones said. 

“Tt’s not fair,” Juriga said, referring to a 
smaller KSI required. 

“The library is over and done with,”

Chairman Jones said. “We are going to 
be following Wayne County standards. 
Whatever it would be, they would do. It’s 
not appropriate to discuss tonight.” 

“I just want the water to be clean,” Juriga 
said. 

“We all want that,” Jones replied. “Every 
project is different. Let’s let the engineers 
handle that.” 

“As long as we’re going through the 
same process,” Juriga said. 

“I will not let it go through any other 
process,” Jones said. 

Commissioner Mike Renaud asked 
about how the streetscape in place will be 
handled. 

Hoppe said it will be removed during 
construction and then replaced, like they 
did for the Davenport Suites on Main 
Street. Anything damaged is replaced, he 
said. 

He said they will be putting in more 
landscaping than required by the city. 

“We think it’s going to be beautiful,” 
Hoppe said. 

Juriga asked about the air conditioning 
units and Hoppe said they will be on the 
roofs and will be shielded. When the library 
was being planned, Juriga vehemently 
objected to the library having to shield its 
roof units. 

Juriga also said he wants more bike racks 
and Hoppe said they have designed seven 
all in one place, but, “We can spread them 
around.” 

Hoppe said they will have a series of 
benches and trash receptacles around the 
building. 

He said the floorplan for Building A along 
Main Street has a large tenant space at each 


end and a larger space in the middle. He 
said partitions can be removed to put the 
spaces together. 

For Building B along North Liberty 
Street the spaces are flexible and the 
partitions can be moved around. He said 
there will be a tower in this building and 
a lot of windows. The building turns the 
corner there. 

He said the drawing he used for Building 
C is a schematic and he doesn’t know if it 
will look like this. 

Hoppe said they will have black, anodized 
window frames and doors and the awnings 
will be red and black. The buildings are 
brick and limestone. 

Juriga asked about snow removal and 
Hoppe said it will have to be removed from 
the site, which is not unusual for an inner- 
city site. 

Commissioner Becky Hasen said if a 
restaurant/grocery store goes in Building 
C, as suggested, they would have to carry 
their trash across the site to where the trash 
containers are located. 

Hoppe said that would be an operational 
challenge to the tenant, but would be nice 
for the city to get the trash as far away 
from the restaurant as possible. 

Commissioner Renaud asked about 
parking and Hoppe said the old plan had 
91 or 92 parking spaces and the new plan 
has 101 spaces. 

Hoppe said it depends on the uses of the 
buildings on whether they are meeting the 
parking requirements. He said if they take 
the second story off Building C, that would 
affect the number required. It depends on 
the use. 

He said at this time they are asking the 
commission to approve the layout and, 
“We’ll be back with uses. We may have 
parking problems, maybe not.” 

When asked, he said there were five 
handicapped parking spaces scattered 
around the site. 

“The community had high hopes for a 
grocery store,” said Commissioner Randy 
Priest, asking if there could be a grocery 
store in Building C or maybe a small 
grocery in Building A and Hoppe said that 
was possible. There will be an elevator in 
Building C, he said. 

Commissioner Renaud said there would 
have to be loading space for a grocery store 
and Hoppe said that requirement was based 
on street frontage. 

Renaud said there would have to be a big 
space for loading and Hoppe said they can 
change the design according to the tenant. 

There was some discussion about 
blocking the street by semis for loading. 

Juriga asked if there was going to be a 
flagpole and Hoppe said with the tower 
and the monument sign planned, they felt

Sunshine important 
now, more than ever

“Sunshine is the best disinfectant” 
so stated Justice Louis Brandeis. The 
Michigan Press Association feels strongly 
that transparency in government is crucial 
to democracy. Especially in times of crisis 
like the one we are currently facing. 

We understand that at all levels of 
government, public servants are scrambling 
to do what is best and right for the safety 
of Michigan citizens and we are working 
with groups like the Michigan Municipal 
League to sail these uncharted waters while 
still preserving the public’s right to know. 

On Monday, MML Executive Director 
Dan Gilmartin issued the following 
statement: “The current restrictions 
of Michigan’s Open Meeting Act are 
hampering the ability of local governments 
to meet the needs of first responders, 
businesses and constituents in responding 
to the coronavirus pandemic. We call on 
state officials to move quickly to allow 
city and village councils and other local 
governments to hold meetings via virtual 
modes of communications, such as 
teleconferences and Skype, when possible, 
during this critical period. The Michigan 
Municipal League is strongly supportive of 
a fully transparent government — but also 
of one capable of doing its job of protecting 
the health, safety and welfare of people. 
Quick, decisive action is needed now, by 
our state leaders and our local leaders.”

It is the position of the Michigan Press 
Association that quick decisive action 
is achievable while still maintaining the 
important tenants of the Open Meetings 
Act: 

e Deferring what can be deferred and 
addressing only those items that are 
absolutely necessary; 

e Ensuring that the public has ability 
to hear all participants and participate 
themselves; and 

e Proper notice. 

Because local public bodies should 
be addressing only those items that are 
absolutely necessary, we think it is also 
critical to make agendas and meeting 
packets available online in advance of the 
meeting. 

If the local public body does not have an 
online presence, 

e Notices of the meeting and information 
on how people can participate should 
be run in local newspapers along with a 
meeting agenda; 

e Meeting packets, agendas, and minutes 
should be made available online either 
through a local newspaper or the MPA’s 
offered internet site. MPA has also made 
it clear that it will work with its members 
to make such notices available quickly 
and inform the public where it can find the 
information. 

We also feel that violations should be 
challengeable up to 90 days after the 
emergency is declared over to allow 
for proper review of any questionable 
scenarios. 

This is a difficult time in our state and 
citizens are looking to their government 
officials to lead while still providing access 
to information and government action.

Our Public Safety personnel come into 
contact with many people through their tour 
of duty. In an effort to minimize employee 
exposure to COVID-19, our Public 
Safety has put in place several temporary 
measures on how we deliver service to our 
community during this pandemic.

I was shocked to see Rob Young no longer 
holds his Detroit office in Greektown next 
to the Wayne County Register of Deeds. 
That office is a very convenient location for 
a real estate attorney. His only employee in 
that office was his Brownstown neighbor 
and long-time coworker, Karen Armatis. He 
must be very slick to have crawled into his 
position here in our town. Neither Rob nor 
Karen are elected officials of Sumpter, they 
are not even taxpayers, but they both make 
more of the taxpayers’ money than any 
other officials. He and Karen strong-armed 
John Morgan into controlling the township. 
I promise you, if elected, I will never let 
another attorney take over this township. 

The people running Sumpter are “municipal 
predators.” These types of people seek out 
a municipality with low voter participation 
and poor, outdated oversight to dig claws 
in deep and extract as much value for 
themselves as possible. Sumpter Township 
was a gold mine that checked every box 
for vulnerable flaws. Attorney Young and 
deputy supervisor Armatis are smart people, 
but the times are catching up with them. I 
want to work with the community to update 
these old- fashioned vulnerabilities and 
the best way to start is by encouraging 
everyone to vote. 

In order for me to start producing my 
goals, I need to clean up the township. I 
will get rid of the excessive waste. Get rid 
of the legal department handled by Rob 
Young and the outsourced law firms he 
hires.

Instead, she writes that 
the board laughs at her when she speaks out. 
As supervisor, struggling senior residents is 
the first thing I will begin to address. This is 
a sensitive issue that requires a lot of care 
and planning. I won’t exclude our neglected 
fire department and young adults, either.

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After 12-1/2 days open, new 
library closes until April 6

A Book Brigade passed the last 100 fiction 
books from the old Fred C. Fischer Library 
to the new Belleville Area District Library 
at noon on Leap Day, Feb. 29, to open the 
new library in downtown Belleville. 

Then, 12 1/2 days later, at 6 p.m., 
Saturday, March 14, the new library closed 
until Monday, April 6, in compliance with 
sudden state rules to contain the spreading 
corona virus. 

On Monday, Library Director Mary Jo 
Suchy said Governor Gretchen Whitmer 
ordered all the libraries closed, and this 
includes the Media Center in Sumpter 
Township. All library programs and room 
reservations are cancelled until April 6. 

Director Suchy said they are working 
with The Library Network to get due 
dates extended for books loaned by them. 
Library patrons may extend their due dates 
on local loans by clicking on the right-hand 
corner of the library web site. 

The regular meeting of the library board 
on March 10, was before Michigan Gov. 
Gretchen Whitmer laid out emergency rules 
to try to stop growth of the coronavirus in 
the state. 

On March 10, board members were still 
celebrating the completion of the library 
and its use by the public. 


Library Director Suchy said the circular- 
stair railing installers completed the entry 
railing at 8 p.m. Thursday, Feb. 27, and the 
library received its temporary certificate 
of occupancy late Friday morning, Feb.

“People were excited about the new 
addition to the community,” Grubbs said. 

Board member John Juriga said the grand 
opening will be July 25. First, they have to 
demolish the Fischer library, take out five 
feet of soil, put in the retention pond and 
bio swale, and then the parking lot. 

“This is the happiest ’ve ever seen the 
community,” Juriga said. 

“Go-Pro was on the last book,” vice 
chairwoman Mary Jane Dawson said of the 
Book Brigade. She said people could say a 
message into the camera device as it was 
passed along. 

“Then, everybody got sick,” chairwoman 
Peters said, noting some were not back to 
work yet. 

Library Director Mary Jo Suchy said 
ten part-time clerks have been hired, 
expanding the workforce at the library.

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Belleville puts city manager in charge of emergency decisions

The City of Belleville took all non- 
essential items off its agenda for Monday’s 
city council meeting and concentrated on 
an “Emergency Plan.” 

During an hour-long discussion, the 
council named interim City Manager 
Tracey Schultz Kobylarz as the point 
person for outside agencies to call during 
an emergency and that she is the lead in 
the development and implementation of 
Emergency Operations and can declare an 
emergency in the city. 

They also voted to request the 
Downtown Development Authority to 
abandon its present policy on use of the 
LED information sign on Main Street to 
allow for emergency notices and support 
for businesses trying to survive during 
shutdowns. 

They also voted to have Kobylarz 
acquire the email domain name of 
bellevilleonthelake.com for the city at 
a cost of $3.33 per person for about 20 
names. 

Also, authorized Police Chief David 
Robinson to sign the city up for a Nixel

account at a cost not to exceed $5,000, so 
information can be disseminated. 

Kobylarz said she and Chief Robinson 
have been working on plans to make sure 
the residents of the city of Belleville are 
safe. 

She said city staff cleaned city hall 
with disinfectants and the council will be 
pleasantly surprised if they go around and 
see the work done. 

She said the situation with COVID-19 
is changing rapidly. Last Friday, people 
were not to gather in groups of 250 and the 
St. Patrick’s Day party had to be canceled. 
Then it was 100, then 50, and now its 10 
people. 

She said it is a recommendation and 
not a mandate. Kobylarz had spaced the 
five city council seats about six feet apart, 
with a few seats in the audience set apart, 
with printed explanations on top of each 
seat. She tried to allow just 10 people in 
the room, but it turned out to be 12. A fire 
fighter and a police officer waited in the 
hallway outside the meeting room. 

Kobylarz said the city had calls from 
Beaumont Hospital, the Michigan 
Municipal League, and Wayne County 
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and the same information was in all three 
calls. She said there was some confusion 
about who was the point person to contact 
in the city for emergencies and to make the 
decisions. 

She said she consulted the city charter 
and this was not stated. 

Councilman Ken Voigt said it was wise 
to make the city manager the point person, 
but he would like her to have input from 
police and fire. 

“If a person in our city is determined 
to have COVID-19, they have to have 
someone to alert,” Kobylarz said. She said 
in Grosse Pointe, the mayor learned of a 
case in the city from a member of council. 

Although she is the supervisor of Redford 
Township, Kobylarz said she doesn’t run 
the township. 

“We want to make sure people know ... 
who that is,” she said. “So, we’re singing 
from the same hymn book.” 

“We are in the process of determining 
whether people can work from home, but 
that is very limited,” she said. “They have 
to take money from the lockbox and enter 
it into the computer.” 

Councilman Tom Fielder said Belleville 
has a city manager form of government 
with a weak mayor. The city manager 
should do whatever she has to do if she 
can’t contact the mayor first. 

“I appreciate the vote of confidence,” 
Kobylarz said. “If there was no one around, 
I would make a decision, at least with the 
police chief, so “it’s not made under a 
bushel.” 

Councilman Fielder pointed out that the 
city manager and the police chief are not 
residents of the city. What if something 
happens in the middle of the night? 

Chief Robinson said he is often called at 
night and when there is any incident of a 
critical nature or of interest he will let the 
city manager know. 

He said this corona virus situation could 
last until August, no one knows. 
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“The more we can do to flatten the 
curve, the better,’ he said. “Basically, we 
are working on a plan especially for this 
virus. This is unique ... and there are 
orders form the county, state, and federal 
governments... The country is in a state of 
emergency...” 

There was more discussion on resources 
and Fire Chief Brian Loranger said he gave 
the police department ten masks from the 
fire department. 

Mayor Kerreen Conley said 
communication is going to be critical. If a 
course of action is determined, it needs to 
be shared with the city council. 

“We don’t want to be out in the public 
and not know what is going on,’ Mayor 
Conley said. 

Fire Chief Loranger, who is also a 
chiropractor, advised everyone to take 
Vitamin D and Vitamin C, and take food 
with Vitamin D because it binds to fat. He 
said the vitamins will keep the immune 
system up. 

“Those with compromised immune 
systems are the ones who are dying,” he 
said. 

Mayor Conley said she would like to 
minimize the number of meetings that 
bring people together in rooms. She said 
the city spent a lot of money on the web 
site and she would like to see notices put 
on the web site. She said the website was 
stagnant previously and she doesn’t want it 
to be that way now. 

Mayor Conley said water bills that are 
sent out could have notices included. 

Councilman Fielder said the council 
didn’t anticipate the new police chief and 
the new city manager having this trial to 
be a part of “the tribe,” but that’s the way 
it turned out. 

After it was insinuated the Strawberry Fest 
wouldn’t be held this year, Councilman 
Voigt said Music Lakeside probably 
wouldn’t be held, either. 

“This is the darndest thing I’ve ever 
seen,” Voigt said. “This will really test our 
mettle as a nation. God help us.” 

In other business at the one-hour-and- 
eight-minute meeting, the council: 

e Opted out of the Wayne County PAYS 
Program which is based on foreclosure 
rates since Belleville has zero property in 
foreclosure; and 

e Approved $415,515.06 in accounts 
payable and the following purchases 
in excess of $500: to Blue Ribbon 
Contracting, $6,972.25 for a water main 
break at Wabash and South streets, and 
$2,915 for repair of broken city water 
service at 41 Potter Dr.; to Morton Salt, 
$4,641.88 for road salt; and to RJ Perry 
Construction, $2,232 for ceiling repair in 
office at city hall.

Delaney said he has smelled noxious odors 
from the Waste Management landfill as he

trained on the HVAC and “record it for 
posterity.” 

She said there had been some discussion 
on how to put the address up and it was 
decided to put 167 in big numbers on the 
door. 

Juriga reported they will be putting three 
hives of honey bees on the very top roof, 
which will be taken care of by two people 
from the Bees in the D organization. 
Therese Antonelli is donating one hive. 

Juriga said he and Jim Wagner, a local 
beekeeper, went on the roof the previous 
week and agreed on where the hives should 
be. They discussed it with the builder. 

Cichewicz, who has bee hives at 
her Sumpter Township home, said the 
vegetative roof will have plenty of clover 
for the bees to feast on and they will go 
three miles to collect pollen. 

Juriga said Savage is learning about bees 
and may take over care of the hives after 
a year. 

“This has ecological importance,” Peters 
said. 

Juriga made a motion, seconded by vice 
chairwoman Mary Jane Dawson, to set up 
the bee hives in April, with work done by 
Bees in the D and one hive being donated 
by Therese Antonelli of Moving the Mitten. 
The motion passed unanimously. 

Cichewicz said honey bees are just one 
type of pollinator. She said Africanized 
bees can’t survive winters. Honey bees are 
gentle and don’t attack. 

“They are hairy, fuzzy, warm, and 
friendly,” she said, adding they can only 
sting one time and then they die. 

“If you didn’t know we had bees on the 
roof, we wouldn’t know we had bees on 
the roof,” Peters said. 

Juriga said in the future they may put

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cover it every night, but he suspects they 
aren’t covering, since rain and other water 
increases methane. 

He said the odor goes west of I-275 
and along Van Born and impacts Grace 
Lake’s tenants and future tenants, if that is 
ignored. This is when prevailing winds are 
from the northeast. 

Delaney said he can put up a drone as a 
private resident to see if they are covering 
each night, as required. He said methane 
is all for profit for the landfill and is an 
inconvenience to the residents. 

“T just learned of the expansion a month 
ago,’ Medlin said. “A notice went to the 
office in New York. I requested a time line 
for decisions.” 

“It’s done. There’s nothing to stop,” said 
VBT Supervisor Kevin McNamara, adding 
there is a 500-foot buffer along Ecorse 
Road. 

Medlen said today was really bad. He 
looked out the third-floor window on the 
east side of the Grace Lake buildings and, 
“I can see them dumping.” 

“It is going to get closer, with two more 
hills, taking 20 years each,” Supervisor 
McNamara said. “The next 20 years they 
will be half way through the golf course.” 

“This is going to be a problem for Grace 
Lake air intakes,” Delaney said. “You have 
no scrubbers.” 

“It makes it harder to fill the place,” 
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Medlen said, referring to tenants. 

“Sea gulls eat there and immediately fly 
over and make a mess in the water and 
parking lot,” Medlen said. “You can chase 
the seagulls and they come back. I asked 
Waste Management to curb the sea gull 
population. 

“I contacted the DNR and they said sea 
gulls are protected as migratory birds. If 
they are nesting on our property we could 
do something, but they are not nesting,” 
Medlen said. 

Delaney said Waste Management is 
not burning the methane any more and is 
compounding and pressurizing it now. He 
said mercury, zinc, and other chemicals 
are potentially coming out as long as 
groundwater is coming in. 

“I live right there and it’s in my backyard 
on Ecorse Road,” Delaney said. 

Matthew Best, director of public service, 
said the buffer zone is 300 feet, then 
another 200 feet. 

“The landfill was there before Visteon 
Village,” Best said, referring to the 
complex now called Grace Lake. 

He said the smell won’t be more, but 
will be the same. There are things they are 
doing that help cut odors, Best said, adding 
they are working on their methane system. 

“It’s actually one of the better landfills in 
this area,” Best said, adding he would be 
glad to talk to Sovereign Partners about it.

said plans are to put four buses out with 
lunches for anyone between the ages of 
0-18, who live in the district, including 
Keystone Academy students. They will not 
be checking IDs, but adults will not be fed. 
The buses will be at set locations for about 
a half hour each between the hours of 10 
a.m. and noon, Monday through Friday. 
Places will be announced on Facebook and 
the district web site. He said teachers are 
going to be sending activities home to the 
students to do to help with their education, 
but they can’t be graded. 
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Supt. Kudlak said the district will continue 
to pay hourly employees even if they 
are not working and salaried employees 
continue to be paid by the year. He said the 
district gets about $8,000 each per student 
in state aid for 180 days of instruction. He 
said on Tuesday that the state legislature 
was taking up the proposal that day to give 
the districts 10 more days of foregiven 
closures. 

The courts 

Last Thursday, Wayne County Circuit 
Court adjourned all civil proceedings and 
delayed some criminal and juvenile cases 
in response to the coronavirus outbreak. 
Civil cases were adjourned through March 
30 and criminal and juvenile cases in 
which the defendant is out on bond were to 
be adjourned, as well.

Whitmer 
temporarily closed all theaters, bars, and 
casinos and limited restaurants to carry-out 
and delivery orders. This is through 11:59 
p.m., March 30. 

Under her Executive Order 2020-9, the 
following places of public accommodation 
were closed: restaurants, cafes, coffee 
houses, bars, taverns, brewpubs, distilleries, 
clubs, movie theaters, indoor and outdoor 
performance venues, gymnasiums, fitness 
centers, recreation centers, indoor sports 
facilities, Indoor exercise facilities, 
exercise studios, spas, and casinos.

After each decade’s Census, state officials 
redraw the boundaries of the congressional 
and state legislative districts to account for 
population shifts.

and North Liberty Street are 20’ wide 
entrances, as required. 

Juriga asked if they couldn’t put in 
bioswales, like the library is doing. 

Hoppe said the water table is 36” below 
grade here and the bioswale doesn’t work. 

Councilman Tom Fielder asked about 
signage and Hoppe said the stores will 
have small signs. 

“My hope is that people will window 
shop all around the shops,” he said, noting 
the walkway is barrier-free. 

The commission unanimously approved 
a motion to recommend to the city council 
the rezoning of the two lots and then 
unanimously approved the amended, 
previously approved site plan with the 
caveat that they will come back with plans 
for Building C. 

“We'll be back when we get somebody in 
C,” Hoppe said. 

Although plans are to begin work 
soon, the project has to get approval for 
engineering, plumbing, and other things 
before construction can begin. 

In other business at the one-hour-and-19- 
minute meeting, the commission: 

e Re-elected Steve Jones as chairman 
and Michael Hawkins as vice-chairman for 
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2020; 

e Approved the minutes of the Dec. 12 
meeting, the commission’s last meeting 
held; and 

e Heard Rutherford report that the 
commission had talked about looking 
at parking requirements. He said Carol 
Thompson, coordinator of the Downtown 
Development Authority, had done a 
study of the city-owned parking spots 
that he could bring to them. But, he said, 
the footprint is changing now and he 
thinks they should wait to consider future 
development and parking until after Fourth 
Street’s redesign is in place and the library 
parking lot is done. 

Included in the commission information 
packet for the meeting was a Dec. 19 
attorney’s opinion from city attorney 
Stephen Hitchcock that said Rutherford 
was correct in authorizing a building 
permit for work on the former car wash 
on East Huron River Drive.
